G. Wiley Wells, A. M. Thornton and B. 
A. Stephens Defendants. 


The Alleged Libelous Pamphlet Pre- 
sented in Fall. 


Fer Begins to Fiy in What ts to Become a Cele- 
brated Case—Charlie Bell, Horace Bell, Mrs.

The case of the People vs. G. Wiley 
Wells, B. A. Stephens and A. M. Thornton 
came up for preliminary examination before 
Justice Taney, yesterday morning, at 10 
o’clock. G. Gordon Adams and J. M. Damron 
appeared for the defendants, and Deputy 
District Attorney Denis, assisted by Horace 
Bell and T. J. DuPuy, for the prosecution. 
It will be remembered that the case grew 
out of a pamphlet which was circulated in 
this city during the late Grand Army En- 
campment, purporting to give a true history 
of Horace Bell during his residence in 
the East and after his arrival on this coast. 
On the 2d of the present month, or soon 
after the pamphlet was circulated, Charles 
A. Bell,a son of Horace Bell, swore out a 
complaint, charging the above-named de- 
fendants with libel. The portion of the 
complaint especially complained of reads: 
“So violent at one time was Bell’s abuse of 
his present wife that she was committed to 
the Stockton Insane Asylum for awhile.”

A special to the Post from Sacramento says: 
“During the extra session of the Legisla- 
ture in 1886 there was, as is well known, a 
red-hot fight between the water appropri- 
ators, headed by Hagginy Carr, Shorb and 
others, and the riparian owners, led by 
Miller & Lux.

THE NEW LAW. | 


A Railway Man's Opinion on the In- 
terstate Commerce Act. 


J. H. Woodard, general agent on 
Coast for the Wabash line has written a 
opinion on the Interstate Commerce 
Bill to the East. He is of the opinion that 
the bill is unconstitutional, but considers 
that it will operate strongly in favor of the 
railroads, and that instead of being a mis- 
fortune, as was at first predicted, it will, in 
all probability, turn out to be a great benefit. 
The long and short-haul clause can, he 
thinks, be easily got over, while the com- 
mission will eventually prove to be nothing 
else than a central trafficassociation. Only 
instead of being under the control of the 
railroads, jt will be supported and dictated 
by the Government. The dictates of this 
association will have to be obeyed by every 
road. Rates will be equalized as much as 
at present, and on the whole the bill reads 
as though framed by railroad attorneys to 
suit their own ends and purposes, The 
first official decision as regards passes under 
the Interstate Commerce Bill was received 
today by the Wabash. The dispatch was 
received from General Manager Hays, of 
the Wabash line, and forbids the issuance 
of passes to any but railroad employés and 
their families after the end of this month.
